culture Says Education and Busi­ 


ness Methods are Important. 


VALUE OF COMMON TRAINING 


Under Average Conditions, Farm is 


No Place for Men Weak or Un­ 


able to Direct Work.

Washington, 
Feb. 
5 — Farmers 
with a nigh-sehool education mak e 
nearly double the average income of 
those with merely a common school 
education, and those who start earl­ 
iest mak e the most profits, accord­ 
ing to the Department of Agriculture 
nvestigators. 
The Department’s Of­ 
fice of Farm Management has been 
conducting a series of investigations 
in the eorn-belt, which have brought 
out many details that should be of 
practical value to all agriculturists. 
These results have just been pub­ 
lished in a new bulletin. 
Under average conditions the farm 
according to this bulletin, is no place 
for the weak or for those unable Ur 
direct work . The man who intends 
to spend his work ing life in the 
country 
should 
start 
early, 
for 
success is not gained in a moment 
but by many years of persistent 
effort. 
It is true that syme farmers 
have made small fortunes in a short 
time, but this is usually through a 
phenomenal rise in land values. Few 
men have become rich from the real 
profits of the land. Through sk ill 
in management and by hard labor a 
comfortable 
living 
and 
moderate 
profits may be ex pected. Those per­ 
sons who are turning to the farm 
with the idea of reaping large in­ 
comes are doomed to severe disap­ 
pointment. 


small area would hardly he able to 
live. 
Wages are fe reward for labor, and 
if a farm does not provide work the 
pay must he correspondingly small. 
The family-size farm, which in the 
corn belt should be above 100 acres, 
is unquestionably a more efficient 
unit than an area of 40 acres or less 
Crops can be grown cheaper, labor 
will he better paid, and the farmer 
and his family ’will enjoy more of the 
benefits of modern civilization. 
The farmer may have sufficient 
area and grow the right k ind of crops 
yet not be successful, owing the pt>or 
quality of his entire business. Poor 
crops that do not pay the cost of 
production, and the feeding of these 
to unproductive live stock , are com­ 
mon causes of failure. This charact­ 
eristic of unsuccessful farming « at­ 
tracts much public attention. Such

are

through ignorance or indifference on 
the part of the operater. Under good

Those mak ing the poorest incomes 
were 28 years of age when they 
started farming and were past 30 
when they became owners. On the 
average the oldest men are mak ing 
the least pro lit s. 
Many farmers with very little 
schooling succeed, but the^e same 
men would do better it’ they bad the 
opportunity of further training. No 
one ever hears a farmer regret that 
he spent a part of his early life in 
school. 
Farming is a business the same 
as any other industry, and until our 
schools teach some of the funda­ 
mental principles governing profit­ 
able fanning, the farm hoy is lik ely 
to seek work elsewhere. Considering 
that the farm boys of today will he 
the farmers of* tomorrow, too little 
attention is given to their training. 
Many boys leave the farm because 
they see no future in it. Another im­ 
portant reason is the lack ot profit­ 
able work at home. A moderate-sized 
farm is necessary to give employ­ 
ment to the farmer and his sons. The 
small farm does not provide work ; 
lienee, the boys must find employ­ 
ment 
elsewhere. 
Let 
them 
fully 


u nd e rsta te d how farm profits and 
losses atrf made and there will he 
a n 
incentive to remain. First mak e our 
farms profitable, and the question of 
k eeping the boys there will solve it­ 


self. 
S u c c e s s fu l farming is an individ­ 
ual, econom ic problem. The farm »s a 
combination of enterprises, and their 
individual organization will deter­ 
mine, in a large measure, its profit­ 
ableness. Sufficient area and a proper 
organization of well-selected farm 
enterprises to permit the max imum 
use of men. horses and machinery, 
are the essential 
c ha r a c te r is tic s of 
the most successtul farms. 
No one ex pects a small grocery 
store which has only a few custom­ 
ers a day to be a great financial 
success. The total amount of busi­ 
ness is insufficient to earn the oper­ 
ator a substantial income. Ex actly 
the same is true with the small farm. 
The volume of business is limited by 
the area in crops and the Capital in­ 
vested. The siulill farm furnishes a 
ell as much of the produce 


Diversity of the farm business 
Improper organization of a large 
farm limits its possibilities, just as 
area limits the small farm. Single 
crops of single live-stock enterprises 
seldom utilize farm labor of its max ­ 
imum. By having several crops there 
is not only better distribution of 
labor, but the chances of total loss 
form crop failures are lessened. For 
tunately, corn, oats, and wheat uti­ 
lize the farmer’s time pretty throu- 
ghlv through the growing season. In 
some parts of this country certain 
crops that need labor only a part of 
the year may be so profitable that 
the farmer can afford to be idle, the 
rest of the year. However, these are 
the ex ceptions. Most crops are not 
profitable enough to permit any such 
prat ice. Idle horses and machinery 
are nearly a s ex pensive as idle men. 
If the work ing equipment can all he 
k ept busy on 
paying 
enterprises 
success is almost assured. 


Equally important in the select­ 
ion of enterprises to permit the max ­ 
imum use of labor is the considera­ 
tion of the profitableness of each. 
Dairy cows and cash crops may uti­ 
lize all of the farmer’s time but in cer­ 
tain regions, possibly, dairy cattle 
under management could hardly he 
made to pay a profit. Mark ets and 
other conditions have to be carefully 
considered in choosing the enterpris­ 
es which are to constitute the main 
seourees 
of 
income. 
Fitting 
the 
right crop to the soil and selling it 
to the proper mark et or feeding it to 
the right k ind of live stock are im­ 
portant 
factors. 
Following 
such 
types of farming as are unsuited to 
the region is often a cause of unpro­ 
fitable agriculture in some of the 
older settled States. 
The wide fluctuation in prices of 
certain crops mak es it ex tremely 
difficult for a farmer to choose a de­ 
finite rotation. One year they will he 
siM'h as to give handsome protits on 
certain crops, and the nex t year they 
may be unsiifficient to pay the cost 
of production. The question confro­ 
nting the average fanner is not so 
much one of production as it is of 
mark eting. Most farm ers.are able to 
grow a sufficient quality of crops to 
give them a very comfortable living 
if they are assured of reasonable 
prices for their products. However, 
under present conditions tlie farmer 
has to tak e big chances with nearly 
all of his crops. If he is 
so unfort­ 
unate as to have a combination of 
crops every one of "which ts’ low in 
price in some particular year, severe 
losses will be the result. Potatoes, 
apples, peaches* onions, and cabbage 
are good illustrations of the crops 
that fluctuate widely in price from 
year to year. 
The essential characteristics of 
the more successful fa rm s are a suf­ 
ficient area and a proper organi­ 
zation of well-selected farm enter­ 
prises to permit the max imum use 
of men, horses, and machinery. 
The bulletin just issued gives in 
detail the results of the thorough 
study that the Department’s special­ 
ists miVe made of farming as a busi­

Washington, Feb. 5.—The house cf 
representatives, by a vote of 240 to 140, 
passed the Burnett immigration bill, 
regarded as the most drastic legisla­ 
tion of the kind proposed in many 
years. 
The measure now goes to the 
senate and doubtless will be passed 
by that body. 
Whether it will be ap­ 
proved by President Wilson i3 a mat­ 
ter of lively speculation among both 
the opponents and proponents of the 
legislation. 
The Burnett bill was bit­ 
terly opposed in the house, and mem­ 
bers who were opposed to the bill 
made strenuous efforts to amend it, 
but without avail. 
The fight against the immigration 
bill in the house was led by Represen­ 
tative Goldfogle of New York, who 
had the assistance of practically every 
other member from that 3tate. When 
the bill was called up for final passage 
Mr. Goldfogle made a motion to re­ 
commit the bill with instructions to 
the 
committee 
on 
immigration 
to 
strike from the measure certain fea­ 
tures, among them the illiteracy test. 
The motion was defeated by 241 to 
126. 
A provision of the bill is that pro­ 
posing the exclusion of militant suf­ 
fragettes or other persons identified 
with organizations that seek to effect 
government 
reforms 
by 
violence. 
Strict regulations are imposed with a 
view to excluding persons supposed to 
have criminal tendencies. 
Another important change made in 
the existing law is the penalizing of 
steamship companies for bringing in 
insane aliens and imposing fines for 
such offenses ranging from $100 to 
$200 in each case. It is proposed also 
to exclude stowaways and deserting 
alien seamen.

The shooting occurred a t D im m itt’s 
home, w here Mrs. W illiam s was stay­ 
ing and to which the victim had gone 
in an endeavor to see her. 
Ill tre a t­ 
m ent of his wife by Dr. W illiam s i3 
alleged to have caused h er to leave 
th eir hom e about a week ago. 
She 
w ent to the home of her relatives and 
said she would not again live with her 
husband. 
Dr. W illiam s is said to have arm ed 
him self and started for the Dim m itt 
place to get her. 
Young D im m itt m et 
him at the door and the doctor or­ 
dered him not to move. 
D im m itt saw 
th a t W illiam s 
was 
arm ed, and. picking up a doublebar­ 
reled shotgun which was lying near, 
em ptied both barrels. 
One load took 
effect in the doctor’s arm and the 
other in his breast. The latter wound, 
it is said, will resu lt fatally. 
Dr. W illiam s is alleged to have been 
practicing a system of cruelty on his 
wife for a num ber of years. 
At the 
last regular term of the circuit court 
he was arraigned on a charge of as­ 
sault and battery w ith intent to kill 
his wife, and w as fined $250 and costs. 
At th at trial there was evidence that 
he had beaten h er into insensibility 
on a num ber of occasions, and when 
she was on the stand she showed a 
num ber of bruises which she said he 
had inflicted. 
Evidence was also adduced at th at 
trial th at he had on occasions th reat 
ened h er life, and then when she filed 
a 3u it for divorce he told her he would 
soon got her out of the way. 
Soon 
after he was fined th ere seem ed to be 
a reconciliation and the suit for di­ 
vorce was witlyirawn. Now, Mrs. W il­ 
liam s says th at she w ithdrew the suit 
because of th reats m ade by her hus­ 
band. 
A fter the suit was w ithdraw n s h e ! 
says her husband knocked her down 
and assaulted her in various brutal 
forms. 
A few- days ago he whipped 
her and then caused her to kneel in 
front of a grate fire and w atch him 
burh th e only photograph she pos­ 
sessed of her deceased m other. 
This 
treatm en t caused 
her to leave her 
home and seek refuge a t the hom e of 
her relatives.

ination of Runyan would begin late 
this afternoon.

United States Department of Agri- 


culture Says Education and Busi- 


ness Methods are Important. 


VALUE OF COMMON TRAINING 


Under Average Conditions, Farm is 


No Place for Men Weak or Un- 


able to Direct Work. 


[Special to the Dally Republican.] 


Washington, 
Feb. 5 — Farmers 


with a high-school education make 
nearly double the average income of 
those with merely a common school 


education, and those who start earl- 
iest make the most profits, accord- 
ing to the Department of Agriculture 
uvestigators. The Department's Of- 
fice of Farm Management has been 
conducting a series of investigations 
in the corn-belt, which have brought 
out many details that should be of 
practical value to all agriculturists. 
These results have just been pub- 
lished in a new bulletin. 


Under average conditions the farm 


according to this bulletin, is no place 
for the weak or for those unable to- 
direct work. The man who "intends 
to spend his working life in the 
country 
should 
start 
early, 
for 


success is not gained in a moment 
but by many years of persistent 
effort, 
it is true that some farmers 


have made small fortunes in a short 
time, but this is usually through a 
phenomenal rise in laud values. Few 
men have become rich from the real 
profits of the land. Through skill 
in management and by hard labor a 
comfortable 
living 
and 
moderate 


profits may be expected. Those per- 
sons who are turning to the farm 
witli tlie idea, of reaping large in- 
comes are doomed to severe disap- 
pointment. 


Those making the poorest incomes 


were 28 years of age when they 
started farming and were past 30 
when they became owners. On the 
average the oldest men are making 
the least profits. 


Many farmers 
with 
very 
little 


schooling succeed, but these same 
men would do better it they had the 
opportunity -of further training. No 
one ever hears a farmer regret that 
he spent a part of his early life in 
school. 


Farming is a business the same 


as any other industry, and until our 
schools teach some of the funda- 
mental principles governing prot'it- 


. able fanning, the farm boy is likely 


to seek work elsewhere. Considering 
that the farm boys'of today will be 
the farmers of tomorrow, too little 
attention is given to their training. 


Many boys leave the farm because 


they see no future in it. Another im- 
portant reason is the lack of profit- 
able work at home. A moderate-sized 
farm is necessary to give employ- 
ment to the farmer and his sous. The 
small farm does not provide work; 
hence, the boys must find employ- 
ment 
elsewhere. 
Let 
them -; fully 


understand 
how farm profits and 


losses are* made aiid there will be an 
incentive to remain. First make our 
farms profitable, and the question of 
keeping the boys there will solve it- 
self. 


Successful farming is an individ- 


ual, economic problem. The farm is a 
combination of enterprises, and-then- 
individual organization will 
deter- 


mine, in a large measure, its profit- 
ableness. Sufficient area and a proper 
organization of well-selected farm 
enterprises to permit the maximum 
use of- men. horses and machinery, 


the essential characteristics of 


the most successful farms. 


Xo one expects a small grocery 


.store which has only a few ciisldm- 


smflll area would hardly be able to 
live. 


Wages are a reward for labor, and 


if a farm dqes hot provide work the 
pay must be 'correspondingly small. 
The family-size farm, which in the 
corn belt should be above 100 acres, 
is unquestionably a more 
efficient 


unit than an area of 40 acres or less 
Crops can be grown cheaper, labor 
will be better paid, and the fanner 
and his family will enjoy more of the 
benefits of modern civilization. 


The farmer may have 
sufficient 


area and grow tuerightkind of crops 
yet not be successful, owing the poor 
quality of his entire business. Poor 
crops that do not pay the cost of 
production, and the feeding of these 
to unproductive live stock, are com- 
mon causes of failure.

through ignorance or indifference on 
the part of the operator. Under good 
management they can generally be 
made -successful. 


Diversity of the farm business:- 


Improper organization of a large 
farm limits its possibilities, just as 
area limits the small farm. Single 
crops of single live-stock enterprises 
seldom utilize farm labor of its max- 
imum. By having several crops there 
is not only better distribution of 
labor, but the chances of total loss 
form j;rop failures are lessened. For 
Innately, corn, oats, and wheat uti- 
lize the farmer's time pretty throu- 
ghly through the growing season. In 
some parts oC this country certain 
crops that need labor only a part of 
the year may be so profitable that 
the farmer can afford to be idle, the 
res! of the year. However, these are 
the exceptions. Most crops are not 
profitable enough to permit any such 
prat ice. Idle horses and machinery 
are nearly as expensive as idle men. 
If the working equipment can all be 
kept busy on 
paying 
enterprises, 


success is almost assured. 


Equally important in the select- 


ion of enterprises to permit the max- 
imum use of labor is the considera- 
tion of the profitableness of each.

The wide fluctuation in prices of 


certain crops makes it extremely 
Jifficult for a farmer to choose a de- 
finite rotation. One year thuy will be 
such as to give handsome profits on 
certain crops, and the next year they 
may be unsutlicient to pay the cost 
of production. The question confro- 
nting the average fanner is not so 
much one of production as it is of 
marketing. Most farmers.arc able to 
grow a sufficient quality of crops to 
give them a very comfortable living 
if they are assured of reasonable 
prices for their products. However, 
under present conditions the farmer 
has to take big chances with nearly 
all of his qrbps. If he is so Unfort- 
unate as to have a combination of 
crops every one nf -which rs low in 
price in some particular year, severe 
losses will be the result. Potatoes, 
apples, peaches, onions, and cabbage 
are good illustrations of the crops 
that fluctuate widely in price from 
year to year. 


The essential ^characteristics of 


the more successful farms are a suf- 
ficient area and a proper organi- 
zation, of well-selected farm enter- 
prises to permit the maximum use 
of men, horses, and machinery.

Whether it will be ap- 
proved by President Wilson is a mat- 
ter of lively speculation among both 
the opponents and proponents of the 
legislation. The Burnett bill was bit- 
terly opposed in the house, and mem- 
bers who were oppose'd to the bill 
made strenuous efforts to amend it, 
but without avail. 


The fight against the immigration 


bill in the house was led by Represen- 
tative Goldfogle of New York, who 
had the assistance of practically every 
other member from that state. Whet 
the bill was called up for final passage 
Mr. Goldfogle made a motion to re- 
commit the bill with, instructions to 
the committee on immigration, to 
strike from the measure certain fea- 
tures, among them the illiteracy test. 
The motion was defeated by 241 to 
126. 


A provision of the bill is that pro- 


posing the exclusion of militant suf- 
fragettes or other persons identified 
with organizations that seek to effect 
government 
reforms 
by 
violence. 


Strict regulations are imposed with a 
view to excluding persons supposed to 
have criminal tendencies. 


Another important change made in 


the existing -law is the penalizing of 
steamship companies for bringing in 
insane aliens and imposing fines for 
such offenses ranging from ?100 to 
$200 in each case: It is proposed also 
to exclude stowaways and deserting 
alien seamen.

Officially and legally it is the co:u- 
plaiut of the Sun Printing and Pub- 
lishing association, seUing forth that 
the Associated Preis is a monopoly 
and praying the attorney general to 
institute proceedings under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law to stop such a mo- 
nopoly. 


The complaint was filed with Attor- 


ney Genera! McKeynolds, and alter 
the filing it was said at tho depart- 
ment of justice that the attorney gen- 
eral would sive the matter considera- 
tion with a view to determining whf-.li- 
er he would order an ijivpsti^ation 
into the facts alleged hy the Sun.

the attorney general feels that the 
charges made in the complaint hi-li- 
cate a violation of the Sherman law. 
he probably will turn the matter over 
to Assistant Attorney General Tc:id, 
Vi-ho attends to mnst of the adminis- 
tration anti-trust cases, for investiga- 
tion. Or if he deems the shov.'ini; on 
the complaint alcne sufficiently stroiu: 
he may order that proceedings be 
taken under the Sherman la\v. 


The complaint argues tiir.t the col- 


lection of news, its reduction to libr- 
ary form and distribution to newspa- 
pers is a recognised commercial In'.si- 
ness and that such sale of news avid 
its transmission from state to state i:; 
interstate commerce in the meaning 
of the federal constitution and in tin- 
r.ccpe.of the Sherman anti-trust la\v. 
The complaint lays great stress upoi; 
the supreme importance to the Amer- 
ican people of a free transmission of 
news.

L. Williams, a physician of Folsom- 
ville, Warrick county, is lying at the 
point of death at his home from gun- 
Ehot wounds inflicted by his brother- 
in-law, John Ernst Dimmitt, twenty- 
five years old, a young farmer. 


Dimmitt, who gave himself up im- 


mediately after the shooting, and who 
was almost immediately released on 
bond, says that the shooting was in 
self-Jefense and in protection of his 
sister, Williams's wife. 


The shooting occurred at Dimmitt's 


home, where Mrs. Williams was stay- 
ing and to which the victim had gone 
in an endeavor to see her. Ill treat- 
ment of his wife by Dr. Williams is 
alleged to have caused her to leave 
their home about a week ago. She 
went to the home of her relatives and 
said she would not again live with her 
husband. 


Dr. Williams is said to have armed 


himself and started for the Dimmitt 
place to get her. Young Dimmitt met 
him at the door and the doctor or- 
dered him not to move. 


Dimmitt saw that Williams was 


armed, and, picking up a doublebar- 
reled shotgun which was lying near, 
emptied both barrels. One load took 
effect in the doctor's arm and the 
other in his breast. The latter wound, 
it is said, will result fatal!y. 


Dr. Williams is alleged to have been 


practicing a system of cruelty on ti'is 
wife for a number of years. At the 
last regular term of the circuit court 
he was arraigned on a charge of as- 
sault and battery with intent to kill 
his wife, and was fined $250 and costs. 


At that trial there was evidence that 


he had beaten her into insensibility 
on a number of occasions, and when 
she was on the stand she showed a 
number of bruises which she said he 
had inflicted. 
' 


Evidence was also adduced at that 


trial that he had on occasions threat- 
ened her life, and then when she filed 
a suit for divorce he told her he would 
soon got her out of the way. Soon 
after he was fined there seemed to be 
a reconciliation and the suit for di- 
vorce was withdrawn. Now, Mrs. Wil- 
liams says that she withdrew the suit 
because of threats made by her hus- 
band. 


After the suit was withdrawn she 


says her husband knocked her down 
and assaulted her in various brutal 
forms. A few days ago he whipped 
her and then caused her to kneel in 
front of a grate fire and watch him 
burn the only photograph she pos- 
sessed of her deceased mother. This 
treatment caused 
her to leave her 


home and seek refuge at the home of 
her relatives.
